THE MAIN CHANCE. 


E. F. Wiltz Discourses Further on 
Affairs in the Transvaal. 

(BY ASSOCIATED FRESS WIRE.) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—E. F. Wiltz of 
California is registered at the Waldorf 
Hotel. He was: assistant engineer of 
the famous May Consolidated and other 
mines in Africa, of which John Hays 
Hammond, now under arrést, was the 
chief. Wiltz is thoroughly posted m 
Transvaal affairs, having lived several 
years in and around Johannesburg, and 
his sympathies are all with the Uit- 
landers. 

“T presume,” said Wiltz, last night, 
“that what you more particularly want 
to know is about the American ele- 
ment in the Transvaal. Well, the 
Americans are not numerous, but they 
are influential, and I may add popular 
with the Boers, while the English, nat- 
urally enough, are hated. And here I 
may remark that though many of the 
4d raiders might have entertained the an- 
nexation idea when they followed Dr. 
Jameson, the American element did not, 
and I believe, in fact, I know, that the 
meeting was in the direction of reform. 
I left the couptry before the raid, but I, 
as every one else, knew that trouble of 
some kind was brewing, for the reason 
that the state of things was growing 
more and more intolerable to the Uit- 
landers or foreigners. 

“As for my friend, John Hays Ham- 
mond, he is an American, heart and 
soul, and would never think of having 
to do with a movement looking to the 
overthrowing of even an oligarchical 
republic. He is of the same calibre as 
Dr. Jameson, and the men generally 
who are making out of the Transvaal 
one of the richest and most prosperous 
regions on the earth’s surface, with a 
splendid future. I could speak more 
especially of matters in the Transvaal 
from inside knowledge I possess, but 
prudence compels my silence. The con- 
y cessions lately granted to the Boers to 
three.companies goes to show that, 
were they inquired into, this innocent 
man, Paul Krueger, has an eye to the 
main chance, and is not lacking in 
sordidness. 

“In conclusion I may say that the 
American element in South Africa is 
one of beneficence. It takes in the 
most influential and progressive of the 
population and has, in an engineering 
sense, control of the Rand mines, which 
mines are the richest in the whole 
world. Why, they are not half devel- 
oped, nor will they be until the Trans- 
vaal] has a more liberal government. As 
for the future, no man knows what it 
will bring forth, though we can all 
guess. That there will be vast changes 


is certain.

Wonderful Experiments 
Of Prof. Slate. 
Roentéen's Process Cumbersome 

in Comparison. 


Electricity Dispensed with by 
This Method. 


Sunbeams Brought to a Focus by 
a Mysterious Prism—Images Pro- 
cured Through an Inch 
ef Board. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—Special 
Dispatch.) Prof. Frederick Slate, head 
of the department of physics of the 
State University, is thought to be work- 
ing out a problem which, if solved, will 
revolutionize matters in the scientific 
world. He proposes to obtain cathode 
rays directly from the sun, without the 
use of electricity. Just exactly what 
his method is is not definitely known, 


and obtained satisfactory results. He 
does not want to announce the results 
of his experiments as yet, lest there be 
some mistake, and says it is unscientific 
to state conclusions before they are 
proved beyond doubt. 

He and his assistants were working 
all day long and well into the evening 
at the new process. The sun’s rays are 
brought to a focus by means of a con- 
cave mirror and the light passed 
through a prism. What this prism is 
has not yet been made known, but it is 
thought to contain a solution of some 
salt of uranium, Those who work in 
the physics laboratory say that one 
exposure of 1 hour 65 minutes was made 
this afternoon and images of lead shot 
were obtained on the negative through 
an inch board, If subsequent experi- 
ments verify those made at first, a new 
discovery will be heralded which will 
greatly simplify the Roentgen process,

As the reso- 
lution stood now it was a ‘stab in the 
dark;’ it was an attempt to insinuate 
what the author (Mr. Peffer) of the res- 
olution was afraid to state boldly.” Sen- 
ator Hill referred to a recent speech 
by Senator Allen of Nebraska, in which 
the latter spoke of himself as a farmer. 

“Yes, a farmer, and a Democrat,” in- 
terjected Senator Allen, jocularly. 

“If the Senator is no better farmer 
than he is a Democrat,”” responded Sen- 
ator Hill, “then I pity the crops raised 
in Nebraska.” 

At this point 2 o’clock intervened, set- 
ting aside the bond resolutions and 
bringing up the Cuban question, which 
is the regular order. Senator Morgan 
resumed his speech in support of the 
resolution to recognize the Cubans as 
belligerents, He reviewed the policy of 
the United States regarding Cuba since 
the time of President Adams. The lat- 
ter prophesied that within fifty years 
Cuba would be a State of the United 


States, and thereafter Webster, Clay, 


Jefferson and other statesmen unt- 
formly urged the acquisition of Cuba 
by the United States. 

Senator Morgan said the atrocities of 
the Spanish in controlling the Cubans 
were almost without parallel in hietory. 
In the last wer not only had 13,000 
Cubans been killed in battle, but 44,000 
prisoners had been put to death. [It 
was a most shocking holocaust. The 
Senator said he had paused in wonder- 
ment to think that the United States 
had stood silently by at this awfw 
slaugher of 44,000 prisoners, instead of 
moving, sword in hand, and driving the 
Spaniards from the island. 


Senator Frye of Maine asked if this 
wonderfully shocking. statement was 


historical. . 


Senator Morgan replied that it was 
history deliberately written by a Span- 
iard, appearing in the American En- 
cyclopedia under the title Cuba. The 
Pp t war, said Senator Morgan, was 
| but a renewal of the former. Gen, 
Gomez had returned to his command 
and Cisnero, the insurgent president, 
returned to his task. The United States 
could go no further in its forbearance 
without a stain om its honor. It was 
too imperative a duty of: today to de-

of the United States. 

Morgan said the bloody code of Gen, 
Weyler was without a parallel in mod- 
ern warfare. It was against women and 
children and innocent tradesmen, If 
this inhuman code was directed against 
one citizen, said the Senator, then 
Spain should understand that seventy 
million people would visit upon her 
such a redress as would make the Cu- 
ban uprising a mere trifle in compari- 
son.

The Senator said the adoption of 
this resolution would not only apply 
to this rebellion but also the next and 
next, for they would continue to come, 
and would be notice to Spain that 
belligerency would be accorded to those 
struggling for their freedom.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Feb. 24.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Western Packing Com- 
pany, which commenced the slaughter 
of rangé horses here some six months 
since, have closed their abattoir. They 
have slaughtered about seven thousand 
horses in all, and had @ market for 
pickled horseflesh in Antwerp, but, ow- 
ing to Chicago packers having shipped 
a lot of, flesh from diseased horses, the 
Belgian government closed the country 
against American horsemeat on Febru- 
ary 1. Several tons of pickled horses 
meat were shipped to Japan as an ex- 
periment, but no market was found 
there, andit wasthrown in the ocean. 

It was found that the receipts for 
fertilizer made from the bones, blood 
and waste meat and from the eale ol 
hides, tails, etc.. would not balance the 
cost of horses and slaughtering, apd ar 
no more meat could be sold at present, 
the establishment was closed. The 
company say it may reopen next fall, 
when the range horses are fat, and, if 
they do, they will establish a market 
here for the sale of horseflesh, as a 
number of persons who have tried it 
have formed a liking for it. 


CANNOT SELL. 


Temporary Injunction Against Ire 
* . gigation District Collectors. 


MODESTO, Feb. 24.—In the Superior 
Court today Judge Budd of San Joaquin 
‘county, s.tting in this county, granted a 
temporary injunction against the col- 
Jectors oZ Modesto and Turlock Irriga- 
tion districts from selling real prop- 
erty of deiinquent assessment payers 
of the districts. In both cases a num- 
ber of heavy taxpayers commenced ac- 
tion to restrain collectors from selling 
property to collect delinquent assess- 
ments. A bond of $5000 was given in 
each case. By the above injunctions 
the collectors are restrained from sell- 
ing any lands whatever for delinquent 
assessments. 

The purpose in obtaining the injunc- 
tion is to restrain collectors from selling 
property until the suits of Bradley vs. 
‘the Fall Brook Irrigation District and 
Tregea et al. vs. the Modesto Irrigation 
District are decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in which 
court the case !s now pending. Modesto 
district taxes were advertised for sale 
today and Turlock district tomorrow.

' RIGHTS-OF-WAY. 


The Valley Road Has Secured About 
Albit Needs. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—The di- 
rectors, of.the. San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad have practi- 
cally completed obtaining all rights-of- 


‘way as far south as Merced. In addi 


tion to the $20,000 subscribed by the 
citizens of Stockton for. rights-of-way, 
the company has had to pay an aver- 
age of $1000 a mile from Stockton to 
Merced. The work of procuring rights- 
of-way between Merced and Fresno will 
be taken up immediately. The route of 
the road is such that it bisects a great 
many sections of land, and this fact, 
more than anything else, causes a 
great many owners of land to object 
and to ask a stiff price from the com: 
pany for a right-of-way. 

The entrance to Fresno is not yet in 
a satisfactory condition. The directors, 
however, feel encouraged over the fact 
that the Supfeme Court has granted a 
rehearing of the writ of mandamus by 
which the company sought to compel 
the Town Trustees of Fresno to give 
them an entrance into the city. The 
rehearing is set for next Monday.

—On Friday the jury at Port Angeles 
acquitted Henry Anderson, white, of 
the charge of killing Philip Brown, an 
Ozette Indian... Since then the Indians 
have held a pow-wow and decided that 
justice having miscarried in the court, 
they intend taking the law in their own 
hands and several white scalps must be 
taken before their wrath is appeased. 
The Ozette Indians number about two 
hundred and fifty, and are located near 
the mouth of the Straits of Fuca, south 
of Cape Fiattery. Trouble is feared 
by the white settlers in that country. 


Had His Throat Cut. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 24—A man 
named John Dorothon, was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital tonight from 
Front and K streets, suffering from a 
cut in his throat three and one-half 
inches in length. He said he did not 
know his assailant and asserted he had 
riot been in a quarrel with any one.

The Bermuda Seized as a 
Filibuster. 


A Large Party of Cubans Taken 
with the Vessel—Gen. Garcia’s 
Son Among the Number. 


| Weapons and Gold. 


(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—The World to- 
morrow will publish the following: 

“The iron steamer Bermuda, flying 
the British flag, was boarded and 
seized by revenue officers off Liberty 
Island late last night. The Bermuda 
has been under the watch of Spanish 
spies some time. They had reason to 
believe she had been bought by Cuban 
revolutionists, and was fitting out as a 
filibuster. She has been anchored off 
Liberty Island since last Saturday, and 
yesterday there was evidence that she 
was preparing for sea. 

“At 11 p.m., just after a large party 
of Cubans had gone aboard, the reve- 
nue cutter Hudson steamed alongside 
and the boarding party arrested all on 
the Bermuda. At midnight the revenue 
cutter Chandler started down the bay 
to catch a lighter loaded with ammuni- 
tion, and to look for another party of 


Cubans who had started to board the 
Bermuda. 


“The- Bermuda, an _  English-built 
steamer, was recentiy purchased by a 
firm suspected of being in league with 
the revolutionary party. Last Satur- 
day she was taken to the coal-docks at 
Pout Liberty and there coaled up. Then 
she went to the Liberty Island anchor- 
age. When the tug ran alongside, the 
marshals and Pinkerton men swarmed 
aboard. No resistance was offered by 
the frightened crew and Cubans who 
had just come aboard. Every man was 
seized. Among the captives was Gen. 
Garcia’s son and several other prom- 
inent Cubans. Four bags of gold were 
seized by the marshals and a quantity 
of ammunition.” 


A CLASH OF ARMS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The-Span- 
ish Minister has received advices from 
Havana that bands of insurgents are 
marauding to the north of Taruco with 
the intention of diverting the attention 
of the troops and to permit Gomez and 
Maceo to cross to Matanzas and enter 
the Cienaga de Zapata. The roads to 
it are guarded by the commands of 
Echague and Francis. One of the in- 
surgert bands entered the town of San 
Antonid del Rio Blanco and was de- 
feated by the Guadalaja battalion. 

The encounter took place at the 
Oviedo plantation. The insurgents had 
three killed, four prisoners, eight horses 
and arms and ammunition. They car- 
ried away several wounded. Col. Se- 
guara has captured the rebel chief 
Engliseto. A small column organized 
by the military commander of Marina 
with volunteers and firemen, defeated 
completely the bands of Villa Neuva 
and Baldonero, killing twenty and cap- 
turing fifteen prisoners and ten horses, 
with the saddles and a few machetes. 
The reports say that the insurgents 
carried away many wounded. 
” Gens. Aldecoa:. and Linares and Col. 
Hernandez met in the night when pass- 
ing the River Opodeagua, the band of 
Maceo retreating after having been 
defeated by Col. Hernandez. 
gagement lasted an hour and six of the 
enemy’s men were killed. The govern- 
ment troops arrived at Catalina late in 
the night with two men wounded. 

Learning from the report of a spy 
that the insurgent band was at the 
plantation Elegato, Col. Fort went to 
meet them. About two and a half 
miles from the plantation strong 
groups of the enemy began firing with 
the intention of deceiving the govern- 
ment troops, but Col. Fort pursued his 
way to the plantation and was met by 
the fire of the enemy, who were en- 
trenched in a strong position, formed in 


half-circles, according to their usual 
tactics. The troops dislodged them 
from the sides by the fire of the artil- 
lery, the center being taken by the in- 
fantry. The enemy made a final stand 
in the ruins of the hut and were stormed 
by the troops of Pionario regiment and 
two companies of the Veragua battal- 
ion. The losses of the enemy were ten 
killed, left on the field, and about thirty 
carried away and many wounded. 

The bands engaged by the private col- 
umns were those of Maceo, Trayas, Per- 
ras, Gardenas and Calmuga, united 
with a force of 4000 to 5000 men. The 
enemy tried to make a last stand, but 
were dispersed, the principal groups re-

The government casualt were one 
captain and six soldiers dangerously 
wounded, and six others more or less 
wounded. 

A civilian, carried by force by the in- 
surgents to serve as guide, said when 
returned that the insurgents are dis- 
abled and discouraged in consequence of 
the constant pursuit; that they carried 
away more than two hundred wounded, 
and rendered full justice to the courage 
of the troops.

WILL USE DYNAMITE. 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Feb. 24.—Havana 
advices aver that the Cubans will re- 
taliate on the Spaniards for their 
slaughter of suspects by using dyna- 
mite. A manifesto signed by the Cuban 
revolutionary party has been found 
scattered through Havana, setting 
forth that from five to ten of the sus- 
pects confined in the Caballas were 
being shot nightly, and that the Cubans 
would retaliate by destroying Spanish 
residences and places of business by 
dynamite. An American planter from 
Santa Clara says sixty Cubans who sur- 
rendered last week expecting amnesty, 
were shot.

HAVANA, Feb. 24.—Havana spent a 
day of disquiet and openly-expressed 
alarm ‘today, the occasion for the feel- 
ing of dread being that it was the first 
anniversary of the outbreak of the rev- 
olution and it was feared the insurgents 
would signalize the event by some vig- 
orous movement or some striking out- 
break in the city itself. Many alarming 
rumors were circulated at various times 
during the day, but it passed off with- 
out any of the apprehended dangers 
manifesting themselves.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 24.—The politi- 
cians and business men of Sacramento 


are making great efforts to induce the 


central committees of the Republican, 
Democratic and Populist parties to hold 
their State conventions in this city, 
which offers many superior advantages. 
Committees were out today soliciting 
subscriptions for paying convention ex- 
penses. They met with very gratifying 
success, one-half the money needed 
being assured in a very short time. 
CARLISLE AND THE BANKERS. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Nearly all the 
leading bank presidents received a let- 
ter from Gustav Schwab, chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce special com- 
mittee on sound financial legislation, 
saying: “Secretary Carlisle will be in 
the city today and Mr. Hamlin, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 


‘informs me that Carlisle will be giad 


to meet the members of our committee 
on sound financial legislation for the 
purpose of consultation with regard to 
money agitation at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon at the Fifth-avenue Hotel.” 
The conference commenced very soon 
after 4 o’clock. Secretary Carlisle was 
one of the first to arrive at the hotel. 
He was followed by Louis Windmuller. 
Isidore Strauss, President (G. G. Wiil- 
liams of the Chemical Nationa! Bank, 
President John P. Townsend «! the 
Bowery Savings Bank, Charles Stuart 
Smith and Gustav H. Schwal. Jienry 


Hentz, J. Kennedy Tob and Hiviry W. 
Cannon of the Chase Nations! Kank. 
At the conclusion of the conference it 


was stated only the members of the 
Sound Currency Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce had been invited 
to meet the Secretary. The gentlemen 
mentioned were in Carlisle's private 
room for upward of an hour and a half. 
When they left Gustav H. Schwab said 
the time had been, devoted to a general 
exchange of views concerning the finan- 
cial situation, and the best methods of 
carrying on the sound-money cam- 
paign. “ Schwab added that the only 
definite outcome of the conference was 
that it was decided to call a special 
meeting of the Sound Currency Com- 
mittee of the chamber to be held at 2:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon. 

Isidore Strauss said further: “It isa 
mistake to attribute so much impor- 
tance to this meeting as some seem in- 
clined to. All it amounts to is that we 
were informed the Secretary would be 
pleased to meet us for an interchange 
of views. Only the members of the 
chamber’s Sound Money Committee 
were invited. The talk was all purely 
general. It is a matter you can’t form- 
ulate in an afternoon. But everything 
related to deciding upon the best plan 
for forwarding the sound currency 
cause. I, of course, cannot say what 
was suggested. Opinions differed as to 
the methods to be followed, but in the 
future we hope to formulate some gen- 
eral plan of action.” 

Henry Hentz, chairman of the full 
Financial Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “The object of the 
conference was to discuss the best 


means of keeping the gold reserve in- 
tact, 


to receive suggestions which 
might be made respecting a policy to 
restore business confidence and also to 
talk over the silver question. Further 
than that I can say nothing.” 

From other sources it was learned 
that views on the money question were 
interchanged. Carlisle inquired with 
much interest as to prospective ship- 
ments of gold. He was told that no 
heavy shipments to Europe were ex- 
pected. Carlisle, in a short talk, saic 
he believed that both political parties 
would adopt “sound-currency” planks ir 
their platforms, so he was confident 
that this course would be followed by 
the Democrats. He said reports from 
all sections showed that the movement 


for “sound money” was gaining in pop- 


ular favor. The late popular loan, he 
added, was fine evidence cf confidence 


'Gold has been brought forth from hid- 


ing-places, as was shown by offers of 
gold coined at Dahlonega, Ga., a mine 
closed long ago. 

He complimented the Chamber of 
Commerce for its energetic work. The 
outlook for business, he said, had 
greatly improved. With good crops 
from the coming season, and a strong 
united movement for “sound currency,” 
business prosperity would be assured.

DEVIL IN POLITICS. 


r. Carlos Martyn Roasts His 
Satanic Majesty. 


House-cleaning. 


Intemperance, Unrestricted Immi- 
gration and Public Apathy the 
Great Causes of Corruption 
in Municipal Affairs. 


Dr. Carlos Martyn inveighed against 
the “Devil in Pclitics” last evening. He 
withered the corrupt office-seeker with 
burning blasts of eloquence and riddled 
with fine scorn the equally blame- 
worthy citizen who. is too lazy and in- 
different to even cast a ballot. 

At an early hour last evening streams 
of people began to flow into the First 
Congregational Church, and by the 
time W. F. Skeele took his place at. 
the organ, and flooded all the air with 
the jubilant melody of Dudley Buck’s 
“Wedding March,” the great edifice Wa3 
crammed with people, every seat taken, 
the chairs which had been placed in 
the aisles all full and rows of people 
standing around the walls. 

Dr Martyn began his speech with a 
reference to the inestimable value of 
the right of suffrage. In the hands of 
a people the ballot is a weapon of self-. 
defense against would-be tyranny, it is 
the palladium of liberty. Whatever the 
purse-proud aristocrat may say, the 
fathers of the nation made no mistake 
in giving universal suffrage. 

The dimpled hand of the poor man’s 
baby will lift the ballot. Lest that 


to smite down the _ republic’s most 
cherished institutions, tne child must 
be taught. And so, in America, the 
school stands on one side of the cradle, 
on the other the church. 

The ballot is a great educational 
force. The men who take an active 
part in the world’s affairs, be it ever 
so little, from that very fact learn to 
talk of the tariff, silver and other 
weighty things, instead of wasting 
their time in empty gossip. The ballot- 
box and the jury-box broaden inevita- 
bly the mental horizon of a people. 
Since each man has a share in govern- 
ment, to secure a good government the 
better class must conduct a perpetual 
campaign of civic education. On each 
man rests the responsibility of the na- 
tion. Are things going wrong? It is 
the voters’ fault. Is there a bac law 
on the statute book? The public put it 
there. 

Dr. Martyn made a splendid denun- 
ciation of the ministers who are too 
timid and shirking and indifferent to 
pay attention to politics. He declared 
that it is their duty to preach the 
ethical side of politics and that there 
are times when not to preach politics 
is not tu preach religion. There is a 
wide-spread, universal neod of political 
preaching, for every city in the land 
is ruled by one great trinity—the grog- 
seller, the gambler and the harlot. 
Boodle and boodlers almost without 
exception are supreme. 

Chicago has shot up into a vast city 
of 1,700,000 people in less than sixty 
years. The manner of its growth is a 
miracle. But as the city swelled in size, 
its chief magistrates grew smaller and 
smaller, until at last the Mayor could 
be seen only through a double magni- 
fying glass. The whole municipal gov- 
ernment of the city was honeycombed 
with corruption. The police force grew 
rich on what they stole from the city 
treasury and what they wrung from 
the vicious as hush-money. Then came 
a political landslide. A year ago, a 
reform Mayor was seated in power 
and a dozen rascal politicians were 
sent to Joliet, for once in their lives to 
serve the people honestly. Chicago is 
not yet perfect, but she has been im- 
proved. 

The drink habit and the drink trade 
are, in Dr. Martyn’s opinon, one of the 
three great reasons for this horrible 
municipal corruption. The besetting 
sin of the Anglo-Saxon race ever since 
the German tribes pictured a heaven 
that was one vast carouse, is the crav- 
ing for strong drink. But though it is 
known that the grog-shop is a hell-hole, 
@ manufacturer of murderers and 
thieves, a standing assault upon law, 
the cause of three-fourths of the 
crime of the world, yet the cities of 
America license saloons and put this 
tovsibIn temntation in the way of the 
weak, instead of protecting them from 

Another cause is unrestricted immi- 
gration. A hearty welcome to every 
foreigner who comes to America to be- 
come an American! But there is no 
room here for the hordes of pauper out- 
casts for whom Europe would make 
America a dumping-ground. 

But in Dr. Martyn’s opinion there is 
@ third cause which produces more 
evil results, is more discouraging and 
harder to fight than either of the others, 
This is public apathy! 

The best class of American citizens 
is also the worst. The best educated, 
the most intelligent, the wealthiest, 
are the most derelict in their duty. The 
men are too busy making money and 
the women are too busy cutting out big 
sleeves to protect their sons and their 
daughters by purifying the cities in 
which they live. 

But it is easy to show where the trou- 
ble lies. The important point is to 
find the way out. The great solution is 
this—federation! The forces of evil ars 
banded together. Attack the gambler 
and the harlot and the grog-seller will 
rally to theirsupport. Always andevery- 
where they pull together. The vast ma- 
jority of the people of America are 
Christians. It is only a small minority 
which ranks itself on the side of evil. 
The trouble is that people are Chris- 
tians on and off—mostly off. If the 
honest respectable people of America 
would only arouse ;themselves from 
their apathy and tead of shaking 
their fingers devil, saying, “Our 
dear amiable fellow-citizen, from whom 
Wwe are so unfortunate as to differ, 
please go away,” if instead of this 
they would double up their fists and 
strike straight out from the shoulder, 
right between the eyes, and keep on 
hitting until something drops, in a 
score of years we would have a de- 
¢cently-governed country. 

Dr. Martyn closed his address with 
an appeal for the ballot for women, 
that they might help in this municipal 
house-cleaning, an undertaking he be- 
lieves eminently fitted to their peculiar 
talents. The evening closed with a 
fine rendition of a postlude by Spinney, 
played on the great organ by Mr. 
Skeele. 

Dr. Martyn has been asked to repeat 
his lecture on the new woman Wednes- 
day afternoon, at 2 o'clock, at the First 
Baptist Church, under the auspices of 
the Los Angeles W.C.T.U. This will be 
the last opportunity of hearing the 
gifted preacher in Los Angeles, for he 
will speak in Ontario Wednesday even- 
ing, and on Thursday will beard the 
train for Chicago.

FARMING IN CALIFORNIA. 


There is no doubt but that one 
serious drawback to the prosperity of 
California as a whole is the fact that 
we have, according to our original, 
early understanding of the word, no 
farmers. We have our fruit-growers, 
our grain-growers, our corn, wheat, 
barley and bean ranches, but where 
are our farms—the farms where all the 
necessities of life are raised? How 
ynany are the men who have their 
wheat and corn and oat crop, their 
dairy and their poultry yard, their 


hogs for the market, all raised on one 
farm as in New England? 5 
We do things on a gigantic scale in 
California. there is too much of the 
one-idea system in practice. We have 
too much contempt for the day of 


small things. We desire to do business 
in a general wholesale way. We make 
haste to get rich, but not always 
wisely. 

It is not from our great ranches 
that California is to realize a pros- 
-perous future. She will find a firm 
basis for ~her growth when the divi- 
sion of her immense ranches is ac- 
“complished, and our small farms are 
indefinitely multiplied, and our 
farmers commence to cultivate their 
farms with a view to raising for them- 
selves all of their necessary supplies. 
No good farmer, in this country of 
prolific soil, should be largely depend- 


ant upon the market for table com- 


forts and luxuries, but he _ should 
make the market dependent upon him. 
By pursuing a judicious course in this 
respect there is no class of men in 
the country who can attain to a truer 
independence than the California ag- 
riculturist, and there is no surer way 
of adding to the wealth of the State. 
It is not wise to leave everything in 
the line of vegetable gardening to 
“John,” for the money that he makes 
is rarely retained or invested here. 
We can easily make ourselves inde- 
pendent of him, and the sooner we do 
it the better will it be for our inter- 
ests. The sturdy independence, fore- 
sight and persistence of the industri- 
ous Yankee is an element that we 
need a little more of in our industrial 
ranks, for it would set things a-hum- 
ming and materially add to the rapid- 
ity of our growth and development. 


WINTER ON THE PACIFIC SHORE. 


February has been cold at the 
East, a month of storm and sleet, and 
deep snows which have interfered 
both with traffic and with travel. 
There is nothing in Southern Cali- 
fornia akin to the bluster of an east- 
ern winter. It is difficult for the new- 
comer to believe that Nature has the 
game heart here that she has in the 
East, where she blusters, and freezes, 
and piles up her snows, and weaves 
an ice-shroud for her rivers and 
streams. And she is never moody 
here, as she is there, with weeks of 
frowning, and nipping frosts and 
pinching cold.

Even our rainy days, 
which have been few and far between 
this season, have had pleasant inter- 
ludes of sunshine. The air has been 
so balmy that in the pauses of the 
storm the invalid could be out of 
doors and breathe in the sweetness 
and balm of the flower-laden atmos- 
phere; and he did not hear a whisper 
in Nature that did not speak to him 
of an undying summer.

alluring by the clever work of Eugene 
O'Rourke, who is a comedian of much 
talent.

miscreants who cause his incarceration. 
He unmasks them, restores to the 
wronged maiden her estates, and weds 
her, living happy ever after. 

Mr. O’Rourke makes a natty charac- 
ter of the postman, and has a handsome 
and engaging foil. in Ella Wilson, who 
Plays the part of Nora Donlin, an Irish 
lassie who has a fine brogue—when she 
doesn’t forget to use it. Jefferson Lloyd 
does well as Larry Quinlan, the Irish 
Yankee, who has been over the sea and 
has taken back to the “ould dart” some 
real Yankee traits; Edwin Mordaunt 
plays the conventional villain in a con- 
ventional way, and Roger Dolan made 
a clever freak Irishman, with a red 
whisker that flamed like a prairie fire. 
Belle Dolan was good as Nancy Dur- 
gan, and danced an Irish jig with Mr. 
Durgan in the “rale ould style.” 

The remainder of the company was of 
various grades of ability, but evincing 
sufficient quality to fill the other roles 
in order to round out the performance 
fairly well.

BURBANK. Every succeeding week 
of the engagement of the May Nannary 
company adds to its success and the 
present play, che “Fire Patrol,” is the 
best that has yet been put on. The 
title is rather misleading, for there is 
very little of the fire patrol in the play, 
although it comes in twice with im- 
mense effect. The story begins in 
Leadville, where Nellie Lattimer, the 
heroine, is betrayed by a mock mar- 
riage with -Allen Westford, a rascally 
adventurer, who plots to marry the 
daughter of his rich uncle, Rupert Wit- 
timore, and, at the same time, to steal 
the freasure from the quartz mill. For 
the success of the last scheme he is 
forced to call in the aid of an accom- 
plice, Baptismal Lushington Stagger- 
act, who turns out to be a pretty de- 
cent sort of rascal after all, and is a 
line of delightful comedy throughout 
the melodrama of the piece.

The robbery suc- 
ceeds better, but Rupert -Wittimore 
catches the thieves in the act of rob- 
bing the treasure chest,-and is killed 
by. Westforde. Dave Armstrong rushes 
in only to be stunned by a blow from 
the butt of Westford’s pistol, and 
thrust under the hammers of the quartz 
mill, from which, however, he is ‘res- 
cued by Jack Dallas, a fearless moun- 
taineer, who'is Nellie Lattimer’s lover 
and Armstrong’s alter ego. By a mis-

Silver Sells at a Higher Rate Than 
for Months. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WINE.) , 


NEW YORK, feb. 24.—Silver buflion 
sold at the highest price today that it 
has reached in many months. There 
was an apparently good consol demand 
which advanced the rate to 70 cents. 
The rise was sharp and in sympathy 
with an upward movement in London. 

Zimmerman & Forshay and Handy 
& Harman, bullion dealers, and Ed- 
ward Bush of the Kansas City Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, declared 
that they did not know of any definite 
cause for the improvement. They did 
not agree that the advance was due to 
speculation, or that,it would be sus- 


tained. 
The facts are that-#llver sold as low). 


as 59 cents and that the price ranged 
about 60 for six modrths. There was, 
by reason of adverse legislation, mate- 
rial curtailment 6f productign. Shrewd 
people who knew the commercial value 
of silver began cautiously buying and 
accumulating bullion. “A large amount 
has been absorbed for export, a legiti- 
aving pre~- 
vailed for a long time. The supply has 
also been reduced.by the demand for 
manufacturing purposes. For ten 
months the price was fluctuating about 
60 and’ duting the past. three, weeks 
and until yesterday, 69 was the quc- 
tatfon. The advance has taken so long 
as to escape general attention. Simul- 
taneously .with. tre advance came de- 
cided improvement in. mining _ stocks, 
which is regarded as significant of a 
revival of interest in silver mines and 
better prospects. SeVventy-five-cent sil- 
ver means much to the great industry 
and would undoubtedly produce an- 
other silver boom, 

Exchange on India has been keeping 
pace with the strong tone of the silver 
market and in London yesterday was 
at the top notch. At the same time pro- 
duction has not kept pace with the de- 
mand, the miners having turned their 
attention to gold-digging. _

An Effort to Resurrect a Catholic 
Society. 


The Young Men’s Institute can once 
more be reckoned in the long list of 
Los Angeles orders, clubs and societies. 
There was a rousing meeting of Catho- 
lic men at Odd Fellows’ Hall last even- 
ing, and the Los Angeles branch of the 
order was once more set agoing. 

The Young Men’s Institute is an or- 
der whose aim is the moral and social 
improvement of Catholic young men.

Limit fur Cheap Books. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch:) Bouvks are 
getting cheaper and cheaper, and will 
continue to grow in this way until the 
limit is reached. What that limit will 


-be it is hard to say. One thing certain: 


A tolerably good paper-covered book 
cannot be produced and sold for less 
than 5 cents. And that will probably 
be the limit, unless Mr. Stead’s ‘“‘penny- 
poet’? idea comes over here. But that 
this is an era of cheap reading matter 
is undoubted, and we can expect almost 
anything in the way of cheap-priced 
literature. In 1880 the first drop in the 
price of books was made by the issu- 
ance of a “library’’ containing excel- 
lent material at 15 cents each. It is 
true that the size was awkward and 
the printing was bad. But people were 
amazed and wondered how the publish- 
ers could do it. ‘Ten years ago came 
the 1l0-cent libraries, and again the 
public was surprised at the cheapness 
of books. Since that time white paper 
has fallen in value, type-setting ma- 
chines have materially lessened the cost 
of composition, presses do speedier and 
better work, single machines for the 
folding and binding of books have been 
invented, and the result is that books 
can be made for less money, and nat- 
urally can be sold for smaller amounts. 
And the 5-cent novel is the result. The 
magazines have felt the pressure, and 
cheaper books account for much of the 
10-cent idea in magazines. With the 
B-cent book will probably come the 
5-cent magazine. But, of course, there 
is a limit, and it is perfectly plain that 
we must soon reach it. Good work can- 
not continue to be produced at too 
small a margin of profit. Authors are 
paid higher prices than ever, and so are 
artists. The cost of the mechanical 
manufacture of the magazine and 
book has simply come down. Brains 
come high, and what brains produce is 
the only thing, after all, that is read. 
It would seem, therefore, that when we 
can buy a tolerably decently-written 
book, fairly bound and clearly’printed, 
for 5 cents, we havereached the “rock 

bottom” price in literature.

Phoenix is Barely Past the Season 
of Carnival — Something About 
the City of Phoenix as it is To- 
day—Some Antiquarian Lore. 


PHOENIX, Feb. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Today was. the last 
of the carnival, according to. the 
programme, but as the cowboys did. not 
get to do half their feats, never busting 


1a bronco or picking up any flags, and 


as they are determined to carry off 
more prizes_and show the way they 


‘|ride out on the range, they will have 


another try at it tomorrow. 

At 3 o’clock the crowd at the park 
was the largest ever assembled there. 
The grandstand hejd a thousand peo- 
ple and they were hardly an atom to 
the general assemblage. The fence 
around the track was completely lined, 
often a dozen deep. Therefore there 
was a solid wall of people over a quar- 
ter of a mile long. / 

The steers were lean, long-horned 
and, in cowboy parlance, ‘good rust- 
lers.” They ran like deer, and made a 
pretty fight. One of them charged 
along the line of people on the fence 
and made a general scattering. 

‘$Steer-tying is dohe by several cow- 
‘boys driving an animal out onto the 
grounds, and when it has 100 yards 
start the cowboy comes out with. wiid 
bounds, swinging his riata around him 
for twenty feet. He drops the noose 
Over the steer’s horns, rides around the. 
‘terrified animal and jerks its legs from 
under it. He then descends and ties 
its legs together. That is the way they. 


do it when they have good luck, but}: 


there are many vicissitudes. 

The exhibition today was mostly ex- 
ceptional cases. One steer Jumped clear 
over his rope and refused to be thrown. 
Another ran as fast as the horse and 
Gould not ,be surrounded by the rope. 
As they ran, the horse and the steer, 
the rope caught one of the guy wires 
of the high-diver’s tower, and that 
structure tottered, but did not fall. In 
other cases the riatas missed. 

‘The contestants were not alone from 
the Arizona ranges. They came also 
from Texas and Colorado, and gave the 
Arizona boys one little tip. That was 
the. matter of double cinches. They 
had double cinches and their saddles 
were not stripped when the steers held 
back. On the other hand the Arizona 
horses were stripped of their saddles 
and thé cowboys landed with more.or 
less grace in the dust of the field. The 


moral of which is, use double cinches. 


The prettiest tie of the day was made 
by. a Colorado ranger. His first noose 
slipped, byt he was soon after his run- 
away steer again. The lasso opened 
wide and dropped gracefully on the 
horns, and with a. quick whirl the 
rider had the big animal] at his mercy. 
His tying of the four feet together 
was almost instantaneous. The horse 
showed intelligence equal to the man’s. 
The best luck came to an Arizona 
cowboy.- He made his graceful swing 
round the arena, and got a quick throw. 
The animal did not “rastle” as much 
as usual and he made a fairly quick tie. 
Time 45%s.. The record was not ap- 
proached, being 31s. 
The Mardi Gras is in full blast, and 
the town is turned over completely to 
the jolly maskers. 
ANCIENT PHOENIX. | 
Phoenix got its name from the sup- 
position that it had risen on the ashes 
of a mysterious and wonderful people 
of large numbers, who had disappeared, 
and all their kind, from the face of the 
earth in an unknown antiquity. There 
have been wild guesses as to a popu- 
lation of millions, and at the very least 
hundreds of thousands, who leveled tne 
lands and tilled it' by some unknown 
and marvelous process, built unto them- 
selves mighty cities and peacefully par- 
took of the good things their _— sent 
them. In fact, except that they were 
probably not a white race, about as 
much has been attributed to them.as 
would be to us by the explorer of 4000 
A. D., were dire and complete ruin to 
come to Phoenix today. The truth in 
the matter may not be exactly arrived 
at yet, but the work of one student of 
prehistoric Salt Valley lets the light of 
reason in on these glowing guesses and 
brings those and wonderful peo- 
le down a peg or two. : 
' In fact, Phoenix, as it ie today, is 
probably greater than it ever was in 
the times of all antiquity. They were 
‘probatly a crude people given to 
pageantry, but never was pageantry 
here before equal to that of the carnit- 
eal of Phoenix in the year of our Lord, 
1896. It is really too bad in Mr. Hen- 
shaw to prick holes in these wind-bag 
theories from the 
elsewhere, but he has done it.’ 


A. L. Henshaw is a rancher living , 


near Phoenix, a keen antiquarian not 
given to moonshine guesses. He gives 
his opinions of the early Phoenicians 
thus: 


“When Arizona was explored 400 


‘years ago by Coronado, the Salt River 
country was much thé same as it was 
twenty-eight years ago. The ruins of 


today were ruins then, only a little less 


disintegrated. Judging from the differ- 
ence 400 years made in the Casa 
Grande, I judge that the inhabitants 
of this region date back about two 
thousand years. These inhabitants 
were Indians and a pastoral people. 
They were probably the forefathers of 
the Pimas of today, which tribe their 
ruins resemble. They were not a 
‘warlike people, which fact is demon- 
strated by the lack of darts and weap- 
ons. They were probably at war with 
the mountain tribes, particularly the 
devilish Ap s, a hatred that comes 
down to today. The hill Indians swept 
down on them from the Bradshaws, 
~Mogollons, White and Pinal Mountains. 
The valley Indians took refuge in for- 
tifications they made, one of which was 
located at the mound two miles below 
town. : Another was the famous Casa 
Grande. They belonged to the stone 
age, and had no knowledge of metals. 
Probably they were given to pageantry 
and festivals. Of cloth no remains have 
been found, although I found a hard- 
wood needle in a crack in the Casa 


rande. f 
ee have traced the soil where it has 
been excavated or washed away in the 
valley, and found remains of ancient 
embankments and canals. Above 
Tempe of today one canal of several 
miles extent could be traced, while 
some of the Arizona canals of today 
utilize a ditch of the ancients. In my 
opinion, however, these canals -were 
not of volume enough to have sup- 
ported a people so numerous as has 
been ascribed to this valley. I doubt 
if the Indians of the valley were ever 
much more numerous than they are to- 


day. 

. Their process of irrigation was the 
crudest. They had no tools, except of 
| wood or stone, no horses and, of course, 

no plows. .They simply made a canal 
by gouging it out with sticks. They had 
no idea of headgates or laterals, “Their 
process was just what might have been 
expected of a slow, benighted, plodding 
people.’ They began their canals from 
sloughs along the river,.and let the 
water follow to their ‘chosen lands. 
They then planted their crops, probably 
of ‘corn, peppers and possibly frijoles. 
‘In that day-the river-bed was probably 
eight to twelve feet higher than at pres- 
ent, on a level with the land of the 
_valley,. as this method was then feasi- 
ble. The dead level of the valley I 
ascribe not as much to the industry of 
the Indians, which ts generally claimed, 
as to the depositing of silt from the 


Smithsonian and, 


frequent overfiows, This view is sub-| 
stantiated by examination of the soili 


“In this course they followed back the 
valley for many miles in all directions. 
and later lands on the Gila were .sim- 
ilarly tilled. The ruins in the Gila Val- 


ley, indeed, are mere extensive than 
those of the Salt, running from the eite 
of Florence of today to thé junction 
with the Salt River, sixty miles below. 
“The end of cultivation of the valley 
dates from some great disaster. This 
ruin was probably a great flood that.cut 
out one of the chain ruck formations 
crossing the channel of the river, 
either at the Agua Fria, where one 
crosses, or at Tempe. This cutting 
away let down the level of the river to 


where it is today.‘ It was, therefore, be- - 


low the level of the farms of the an- 
cients, and their dark minds cpuld not 
solve the problem of modern methods 
of diversion of water. They were left 
high and dry, to starve and perish. A 
great famine probably followed that and 
took off the people in great numbers. 
Bones have been found that could only 
be explained from such @ cause. One 
set. was of a_whole family,.a man, 
woman and child, and near them the 
bones of a dog.

None of the bdnes 
were broken, indicating no violence. 
They probably. starved to death.

MINING NEWS. 


THE FAMOUS OLD PANAMINT MINES 
HAVE BEEN REOPENED. 


Working the Hillside Mine—Rich/ 


Mines in Sonora, Mex-—Mining 
Borax Near Calice—Promising 
Mines in the Banner District. 


J. W. Keeny of Riverside has relo- 
cated the once celebrated Panamint 
mines, in tthe southern part of Inyo 
county. There was once a town of sev- 
eral thousand inhabitants at Panamint. 
It was famous as the base of supplies 
of the silver king, Senator John P. 
Jones, who worked the mines twenty 
years ago, when silver was in demand. 


Period of eight months, the yield of the 
mines was $344,333.82, or an average of 
$38,259.20 per month. Although the price 
of silver has declined; Mr. Keeny thinks 
there is still an enormous profit to be 
made by working the 014 Panamint 
mines. The company has _ thirteen 
claims in all, some silver and some gold, 
one of the latter promising very rich 
results developed. One clean-up 
in the Marvel showed 1969.73 ounces of 
silver to the ton. The mills of the old 


new company. . 

The old Hillside mine has again"tbeen 
started up, it having reverted to the 
original owners, Jack Lawler and Judge 
Wells of Prescott. This mine at one 
time had the reputation of being the 
richest silver mine in the world, and 
attracted a great deal of attention. It 
was sold for $800,000 and partially paid 
for when some troubles arose over the 
balance of the purchase price. The ore 
is of a very high grade, requiring 
watchmen and armed guards to pro- 
tect it In transit. It is the hope of the 
present owners to soon ship a carload 
per day. The ore carries good value in 
eee, although the great value is sil-

The Grand Central mine at La Colo- 
rado, in the Mexican State of Sonora, 
Was recently sold for $150,000, Howell 
Hines and his associates buying it 
from F. H. Seymour and those associ- 
ated with him. Eight hours after the 
deal was closed Mr. Seymour received

English syndicate was on the way to 
La Colorado, prepared to pay him $500,- 
000 for the property, and every effort 
was made to induce him to to 
convey the property to Mr. Hines; but 
with a fairness extremely rare the gen- 
tleman refused to break his word. When 
the English syndicate representative 
arrived at La Colorado he offered Mr. 
Hines $50,000 in gold to release Mr. Sey- 
mour from his contract, but the offer: 
was declined and the transfer was 
made. It is stated that the would-be 
purchaser (R. R. Symon, vice-president 
of the Sonora railway) then offered 
Mr. Hines one million dollars in gold. 
for the Grand Central and Amarillas 
mines and the two mills belonging to: 
them, but this offer “was likewise de- 
clined. Mr. Hines at once took posses- 
sion of the Grand Central, set a large 
force of men at work making necessary 
alterations and repairs, and will soon 
have that great mine numbered among 
the steady bullion producers of So- 
nora’s greatest gold camp. In this con- 
nection it is stated that recently a map 
of the camp was sent on to London, 
with a full account of the output and 
workings, and that after careful study 
and comparison experts there 

nounce’the Prietas ‘lode as greater than 
the Transvaal, in South Africa. 

John K. Hallowell, a geologist and 
mine expert of Chicago, Ill., has been 
‘sent out from the East to examine the 
mines in the Plomosa, Ariz., mining 
district and take a report on the min- 
eral region up the Colorado River to a 
Chicago syndicate of capitalists. He 
expects to be at this work until the 
Ist of May. 

Don Manuel Aguallo has sold to an 
English company the celebrated Mu- 
lato mine in the Sahuaripa district, Ar- 
izona, for $1,200,000 in gold. 

The .Pacific Coast borax mine, situ- 
ated about eight miles northeast of Cal- 
ico, at present employs about seventy- 
five men. It is.divided into three shafts 
and each one has a force of miners of 
its own. wo small gasoline engines, 
respectively four and eight horse- 
power, are used to hoist the borax to 
the surface, after which it is taken in 
cars’to the bin, from which it is put 
into the big wagons and shipped to 
Dagget. 

Gen. Carl Welisshuhn, one of the 
wealthiest manufacturers in Viénna, 
recently came to America to investi- 
gate Arizona as a field for mining in- 
vestments. Accompanied by his son 
and daughter and Col. Charles von 
Erxleben, he is making an exhaustive 
inspection of the Picacho and other 
promising Arizona mining districts. 

Charles F. Holland and brother, own- 
ers of the Elevada mine at Banner, 
have bonded the property for $50,000 to 
Messrs. Peyton and Gilliam. The deal 
is a virtual sale of the mine. The own- 
ers intend to develop the property on 
a large scale at once. The Elevada and 
its equally rich neighbor, the Ranchita, 
owned by Cave J. Couts, are in the 
granite formation east of the slate belt 
in which are situated most of the Ban- 
ner mines. The Elevada was discov- 
ered by Mexicans, and purchased by 
the Holland brothers for a few hundred 
dollars. «The Ranchita was purchased 
by Mr. Couts for $5500, and three months 
later he refused an offer of $25,000 for 
a part of it. Ore has been found in 
both mines running up into the thou- 
sands per ton, and unsorted ore, just 
as jt came from the mine, has en 
crushed which yielded an average of 
$30 and $40 per ton. 

The iron ore deposits of Nevada 
county are beginning to attract atten- 
tion again. 

T. P. Parrish, who lately examined 
the Helvetia mine at Julian in the in- 
terests of a Denver syndicate, has gone 
to make a report of the property. If 
it should be favorable the mine will be 
purchased and developed thoroughly 
and systematically. It has long been 
recognized as a valuable mine, but 
like many other good mines the ex- 
pense of keeping it clear of water has 
offset all profits. 

There was a big mining transfer in 
San Diego county the other day. The 
Champion, Golden Bell, Mina de Oro, 
Fortune, Painted Rock, Mount Pedro, 
Silver. King and Horseshoe. mines in 
Old Pichacho district, were sold to the

The Council yesterday receded from 
the stand recently taken in the matter 
or recucing the water rates, and con- 
tented itself with a rather diminutive 
reduction. The contract to pave Main 
street was awarded yesterday to the 
lowest bidder. 

At the Courthouse yesterday the 
usual law and motion grind prevailed. 
Horace Lawn was convicted of perjury 
after a long trial. The trial of Penne- 
baker vs. Braly was resumed in De- 
partment Four.

CITY COUNCIL. 


Another Whack Taken at the Water 
Company’s Rates. 


The curtain was rung up yesterday 
fn the City Council for the third act of 
the farce-comedy entitled “Reduction of 
Water Rates, or How Not to Do It,” 
which has been on the hoards in the 
City Hall for the past two weeks. 
‘The Council's recent action in cutting 
the water rates 331-3 per cent., and 
then extending the cut to 50 per cent., 
the whole proceeding being evidently 
considered an excellent joke by the 
Councilmen, has given rise to so much 
unfavorable comment and criticism 
that the municipal Solons yesterday ac- 
knowledged the foolishness of their 
previous misdeeds, by recalling from 
the Mayor the ordinance which pro- 
vided for a cut of 50 per cent., and after 
some few words of explanation from 
divers Councilmen adopting a new or- 
dinance, which will reduce the water 
rates about 15 per cent., if its pro- 
visions are such as can be enforced. 
The cut of 15 per cent., or thereabouts, 
is not an arbitrary reduction, as the 
Ceuncil considered .each item of the 
ordinance separately, in some instances 
making the cut much greater than 15 
per cent. As fixed by the Council yes- 
terday, the water rates for 1896 will be 
as indicated in the ordinance, which 
follows: 

THOSE NEWEST NEW RATES. 

“For every tenement or dwelling- 
house of not exceeding three living- 
rooms, occupied by a single family, 55 
cents; for every tenement or dwelling- 
house of four living rooms, occupied by 
a single family, 65 cents; for every tene- 
ment or dwelling-house of five living- 
rooms, occupied by a single family, 85 
cents; for every tenement or dwelling- 
house of six living-rooms, occupied by 
a single family, $1; for every tenement 
or dwelling-house of seven living- 
rooms, occupied by a_ single family 
$1.10; for every tenement or dwelling- 
house of eight living-rooms, occupied by 
a single family, $1.25; for every tene-

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Contract Awarded for the Paving of 
Main Street. 


The Council, yesterday, upon the ‘rec- 
ommendation of the Board of Public 
Works, awarded the contract to pave 
Main street to J. T. Long. . The vote 
to award the contract was unanimous. 
Councilman Savage, during the ses- 
sion yesterday, created a mild sensa- 
tion by taking the floor and denouncing 
a certain member of the Police Com- 
mission, who, he declared, is responsible 
for a very queer state of affairs on Ala- 
meda street. The Councilman from the 
Eighth Ward made an inspection of the 
“Tenderloin disthict” Sunday evening 
and found policemen patrolling the 
street and preventing visitors’ from: en- 
tering any of the cribs save those man- 
ipulated by the notorious Theodore 
Bauer. Councilman Savage, in view of 
this condition of things, moved yester- 
day that the Police Commission be in- 
structed to make the blockade of the 
street universal. 

This motion precipitated a lively dis- 
cussion of the social-evil problem, and 
the present Police Commission, as well. 
Councilman Savage was advised fin- 
ally to tell his troubles to the Police 
Commission, which has the regulation 
‘of these matters, instead of the 
Council, and there the matter was al- 
lowed to rest. 

Bennett & Besore reported to the 
Council that heating apparatus had 
been placed in the Griffin and Vernon- 
street schoolhouses. The matter was re- 
ferred to Building Superintendent 
Strange. 

A petition from Clark & Bryan and 
others protesting against the accept- 
ance of J: T. Long’s bid to pave Main 
street was received and filed. 

City Assessor Hull asked the Council 
to allow him twelve extra deputies from 
March 1 to Julv 6. His petition was re- 
ferred-to the Finance Committee. 
Easton, Eldridge & Co. petitioned the 
Council to allow them to stretch an ad- 
vertising banner across Spring street be- 
tween First and Second streets. The 
petition was referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 

The protest of Mary V;: Todd against 
the commissioner’s report in the widen- 
ing of Los Angeles street was denied, 
and the report confirmed. 

Councilman Snyder introduced .the 
following, which was read and adopted, 
a copy of which will be forwarded to 
F. H. Gould, chairman of the Demo- 
eratic State Central Committee at 
Stockton, Cal.: 
“On behalf of the Mayor @nd Coun- 
cilmen of the city of Los Angeles, we 
extend to you the hospitality of this 
city, as the place for the meeting of 
the next Democratic State Convention 
to be held during the coming summer.” 
The Land Committee reported in the

Ballerino’s Property Relensed from 
the Restraining Order. 


Bartolo Ballerino appeared in Judge 
McKinley’s court yesterday by -his at- 
torney, Horace Bell, Esq., to ask for 
a dissolution of the injunction issued 
to prevent him from disposing of any 
of his property during the pendency of 
the divorce suit brought against him by 
his wife. Mrs. Ballerino was repre- 
sented by J. Marion Brooks, Esq., and 
the Ballerino family quarrel was aired 
in a series of affidavits which were 
somewhat amusing. 

The divorce was applied for on the 
ground of infidelity, a Belgian woman 
on Alameda street being named as the 
co-respondent, and a restfaining order 
was granted to prevent the alienation 
of any of the community property. In 
the answer Ballerino asserts that he 
has always been a kind, loving and 
indulgent husband, and unimpeachably 
true to his wife. He opines that she 
has been misled by malevolent advisers. 
being an innocent w¢man, and says 
that if he were only allowed to explain 
matters to her it would be easy to ef- 
fect a reconciljation. We furthermore 
earnestly desires the release of his prop- 
erty from the injunction, that certain 
improvements may go on, and that he 
may sell 200 tons of baled hay and col- 
lect his rents. ; 

Mrs, Ballerino, in a counter-affidavit, 
declares that she is acting quite of her 
own f will and accord, and that, in 
order to better meet the wiles‘of her 
husband. she always talks to him in 
the presence of her children. She says 
that the old gentleman’s schemes of im- 
provement are wild and visionary, not- 
ably the excavation of certain fish- 
ponds, which became a positive nui- 
sance before they were finally aban- 
doned. As to the rents, Mrs. Ballerino 
a-Serts that the most profitable portion 
of the. estate, that fonting on Alameda 
street and Nigger Alley. brings in an 
income of about $500 a month, and that 
her liege lord alienated a portion of 
these rents, putting them in the hands 
of “Ama,” a Belgian woman, for col- 
lection and remitting the rent of “No. 
5.” the residence of the fair Belgian, by 
putting a cross opposite the item in his 
accounts. 

Ballerino retorts that the women 
in the “cribs” objected to having the 
rents-collected by a man, and asked for 
a@ woman collector, so he took the task 
out of the hands of his collector, Charles 
Miller, and intrusted it to the Belgian, 
who was a sober and feliable person. 
He intends to improve the Alameda- 
street property by the erection of more 
diminutive lodging-houses, and expects 
to realize 100 per cent. on the invest- 
ment, as the rental of each room 
amounts to $2 per day.

MUST STAY IN PRISON. 


There Will Be No Jail. Delivery at 
Yuma, 


Judge Wellborn of the United States 
District Court yesterday denied Calvert 
Wilson’s application, on behalf of 
Evaristo Chavez, for a writ of habeas 
corpus. This action of His Honor is of 
much importance, for if he had granted 
the application, the action might have 
resulted in a wholesale jail delivery of 
the convicts in the Arizona Territorial 
Prison at Yuma. 

Evaristo Chavez was sentenced to 
thirteen months imprisonment in the 
Territorial Prison by the District Court 
of the Fourth Judicial District of the 
Territory of Arizona, for selling liquor 
to an Indian. In aecordance with the 
decree, Chavez was immured in the 
Yuma prison. 

But now arose an interesting ques- 
tion, The Mexican’s lawyer, Calvert Wil- 
son, asked for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus for his client, claiming that Chavez 
was illegally confined. Mr. Wilson de- 
clared that the judgment had _ sen- 
tenced Chavez to imprisonment in “the 
Territorial rrison, at’ Yuma, Arizona 
Territory,’ while, in point of fact, the 
prison was situated not within the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, but 509 feet, more 
or less, from the boundary line of the 
oor and within the State of Cali- 

ornia. 

Judge Wellborn’s opinion replies. that 
there is no allegation that California 
makes now or has ever made any claim 
to the land upon which the -prison 
stands, but, on the contrary, Arizona 
is now in possession of the prison and 
exercises authority over it, and has 
no other territorial prison, and the 
prison is claimed by the town of Yuma 
to be within its corporate limits and 
subject to its municipal authority. 

The sole ground on which the claim 
for the writ is based is the alleged fact 
that Yuma prison is outside of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona. 

The Judge says that the court, in 
this proceeding, ought not to‘enter upon 
the inquiry into the question of boun- 


fified in the prison designated ‘in the 
sentence. Even were the State of Cali- 
fornia asserting claim to the land on 
which the prison stands, it would then 
be simply a question of disputed boun- 
dary, and, on a writ of habeas corpus, 
the court would not undertake to de- 
termine where the exact line is situ- 
ated, but, finding Arizona in possession 
of, and exercising authority over, the 
disputed ground, and using the same 
as its prison, would assume, for the 
purposes of this application, the lo- 
cality in question to be within the limits 
of Arizona. . 

But the oninion goes on to say that 
even if the porison were conceded to 
be within the boundaries of California, 
there is still a reason for refusing the 
writ. There is no law requiring Arizona 
convicts to be confined within the 
Territory, but the contrary. It is es- 
pressly provided, in paragraph 10 of an 
act of Congress approved June 16, 
1880, that the territorial legislative as- 
semblies may make such provision for 
the care and custody of convicted crim- 
inals as they shall deem. proper, and 
for that purpose may authorize and 
contract for the care and custody of 
such convicts: in any other territory

The Stockholders in an Irrigation 
Company Will Be Protected. 


Judge Wellborn yesterday denied the 
motion made by the Colorado River 
Irrigation Company and others, defend- 
ants; in the suit: brought by James C. 
Aitken et al., that the receiver appointed 
for ay company by the court be de- 


sed. 
opinion states that the receiver 
was apnointed not to ‘wind up’ 
affairs of the corporation, but that 
through him the property of the cor- 
poration might be collected and pre- 
served to meet the equitable charge or 
lien which the plaintiffs insist they 
will ultimately establish against such 
property. It is the ordinary stock- 
holders’ action, says the opinion, to 
stop, according to the allegations of 
the bill, fraudutent and illegal trans- 
actions of the company and to compél 
an accounting from certain directors 
for profits unlawfully realized by them 
through breaches of. their fiduciary ob- 
ligations and to procure the rescission 
of a fraudulent contract and the can- 
cellation of certain spurious stock. 

The opinion relates that the direc- 
tors thus charged with betrayal of 
their trust are made parties to the 
bill. It says that while it is against one 
of these directors, John C. Beatty, that 
the stockholders chiefly desire to be 
protected, yet the other directors are 
alleged to be merely instruments and 
tools of Beatty, and furthermore that 
Beatty perpetuates his control by 
means of spurious stock. 

The oninion discusses exhaustivel 
the question of the original right of 
the court to appoint a receiver, and 
shows by various authorities that this 
action was entirely proper. And s0, 
having demonstrated that the court 
acted correctly in appointing a_re- 
ceiver, the motion to dissolve the in- 
junction and vacate the order appoint-. 
ing a receiver is denied... Furthermore 
the demurrer of the defendants to the 


complaint’ is overruled.

THE LATEST DECISIONS, 


Eight Opinions Sént Down in a 
Batch. 


In the cause of D,; O.. McCarthy vs. 
the Mount. Tecarte “Land and Water 
Company, an action to recover money 
alleged to have been expended by plain- 
tiff for the use of defendant, judgment’ 
went for the plaintiff, and the defendant 
corporation appeals. The ‘Supreme 
Court reverses the judgment and order 
denying a new trial and grants a new 
trial. There are two counts in the 
complaint. In the’ first it appeared 
that on September 11, 1891, ‘the defend- 
ant was indebted to the plaintiff for 
$10.050.07, expended before the time for 
the use of the defendant corporation, 
and that the company agreed and prom- 
ised to pay it. The second count is for 
$23,000, in payment for alleged services 
by McCarthy as general manager of 
the defendant corporation. 

The court found, on the first count, 
that the account of $10,050.07 was ac- 
cepted by the defendant and $2000 paid 
upon ‘it, leaving a balance due of 
$8050.07 with interest, for which amount 
judgment was rendered. The company 
contends that the finding of this ac- 
count was against both law and evi- 
dence and the contention is sustained. 
The statement on motion for a new trial 
shows that 65,000 shares of stock were 
issued to D. O. McCarthy upon this ac- 
count, and that the balance due was 
only $3550.07. This was indorsed by the 
board of directors and ordered ‘ 
Afterward, another board allowed this 
sale to be cancelled and the certificate 
of stock to be surrendered, and Mc 


Carthy was requested to present a new , taken from a judgment of the Superior 


account. As the action is based on the 
stated account of September ll, the 
subsequent transactions are immaterial 
and the first judgment is reversed be- 
cause the balance is shown to be only 
$8550.07 instead of $10,050.07. 

In the second count it is found that 
the plaintiff was a director and large 
shareholder in the corporation, that he 
held the office of superintendent instead 
of general manager for three years, be- 
ing then appointed general manager. 
No rate of compensation was agreed 
upon. the corporation being in difficul- 
ties financially, but judgment was ren- 
dered on this count for $5175.

Expensive Justice Courts — Over- 
charges of Reporters—Added Ex- 
pense in Assessor’s Office: 

Jails Scored. 


The final report of the grand jury was 
given out late yesterday afternoon, be- 
ing finally approved by Judge Smith 
after reconsideration by the srand 


jury. A good deal of fault was found 


in the first report which was consid- 
ered unnecessary and ill-advised by 
Judge Smith, but some of the state- 
ments have been modified by giving the 
reasons for the increased expenditure, 
notably in the case of the Assessor’s of- 
fice. Following is the report in full: 
COUNTY TREASURER. 

Our examination of the Treasurer’s 
books covers-the period from June 1, 
1894" to December 31, 1895, inclusive. 
There was cash on hand June 1, 1894, 


$2,653,573.24; making a total of $3,194,- 
266.52; disbursements during same time, 
$2,248,086.51; showing cash on hand Jan- 
uary 1, 1896; $946,180.01. 

Any detailed statement would be too 
large for this report, and the Gounty 
Auditor publishes semi-annual reports 
to which we refer, as his books wert 
compared and correspond with those of 
the Treasurer. 

_ COUNTY TAX COLLECTOR. 

In ‘the examination of the books of 
E. E. Hewitt, ex-County Tax Collector, 
we find sixty-one items uncollected, 
running in amounts from 4 cents to 
$31.34, amounting in the aggregate to 
$241.64, while in nineteen cases there 
was overpaid from 10 cents to $21.92, 
amounting to $38.09. For the former 
sum we believe the estate of said Hew- 
itt should be held responsible to the

The examination extehds from July 
1, 1894, to December 31, 1895, inclusive, 
during which time the claims paid for 
shorthand reporters for the Superior 
Court in criminal cases was $7005.95. 


*The examination for the same period 


for. shorthand reporters in justices’ 
courts in criminal cases were $12,767:45. 
The fees: paid justices during this time 
amount to $10,991.70; paid to constables 
(f2es;) $20,997.23; paid to interpreters, 
$505, making a total cost for justices’ 
courts and constables in criminal cases, 
$45,261.33. The fees turned into the 
county treasury during this time by 
justices of the peace were $5384.90, 
showing a net cost to the taxpayers for 
the eighteen months of $39,876.48. : 
- We find in the claims for shorthand 
reporters: about forty demands paid to 
Frank W. Cherry upon the certificate 
of D. C..Morrison, one of the Police 
Judges of Los Angeles city, that the 
work was performed and the money 
due and unpaid.

The assessment years of 1894 and 1895 
were cdvered by our examination. The 
law and the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion require more of the Assessor’s of- 
fice each year. One notable increase in 
the requirements for 1896 is that with 
the assessment of each of the 25,000 to 
35,000 pieces of property sold for taxes, 
and yet unredeemed, there must be en- 
tered the fact of such sale as a notifi- 
cation to the person paying taxes on 
such property. The difference in the 
work of the Assessor’s office between 
the years 1893, 1894 and 1895 is expressed 
in the following figures:

We find that $17,255.59 is still in the 
hands of Mr. Summerland, pending the 
decision of the Supreme Court.

Too many omissions were found of 
parties assessed in the city and omitted 
in the county. : 

In the assessment of personal prop- 
erty. we find some notable differences. 
between the city assessment and the 
county assessment, the aggregate 
amount from eighteen selected cases is 
$72,823, in which the county assessment 
appears less than that of the city. 

We disapprove the sending of poll-tax 
notices before the poll-tax list is suffi- 
ciently written up to secure at least 
approximate accuracy in such notices. 

We recommend that work requiring 
so much care as that of verifying the 
index be done only by those most ac- 
curate and should not, therefore, as in 
the past, be let to the lowest bidder. 
As a safeguard against embezzlement 
in collection of personal-property tax 
we recommend the use of the form of 
receipt and stub similar to that used 
bv the United States government for 
money orders. 
We-believe it would be to the interest 
all, tdxpeyers ‘if the assessment of 
tate was made by description. 

COUNTY FARM. 

The County. Farm is in excellent con- 

dition. ‘The supplies are of good qual-

ity, the food plentiful, and the inmates.

The farm ‘seems well managed and, 
we understand, goes far toward self- 
support. We believe that if about one 
hundred acres of good land were pur- 
chased and added to the farm it would 
become nearly or quite’ self-supporting, 
and we would recommend that such 
eae gs made if it can be done at 
reasonable price. 

COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
' We made two visits to the County 
At the time of the first visit 
we’ ‘found much that was unsatisfac- 
tory, particularly in the food and its 
service and matters of cleanliness. 

It seems tous that sufficient distinc- 
tion was not made in the food served 
to patients of different degrees of ill- 
ness, and that the supervision of the 
supplies had been such that meats and 
groceries were received and used which 
were inferior to those called for in the 
contracts. | 

At out later visit, just made, we found 
a great improvement. The diring- 
rooms, kitchen, storerooms and supplies 
were in good condition and the food 
seemed better, and better adapted to 
the needs of the patients. We com- 
mend the present nurse system as the 
best the hospital has had. A large ele- 
vated reservoir has just been com- 
pleted, which will give available water 
in case of fire. 

We cannot too strongly recommend 
that the hospital be connected with 
the city sewer system as soon as pos- 


sible. 

We find the County Jail in good con- 
dition,..but overcrowded at times. We 
recommend that young boys who are 
detained there should be kept by them- 
selves as far as possible, and not be al- 
lowed to mingle with the older crim- 
inals. — 

CITY JAIL. 
~The Los Angeles City Jail we found 
as well kept, and in as good a condition 
as the over-crowded state would allow. 
There are crowded into it twice as 
many inmates as there should be. We 
take pleasure in congratulating the city 
on the fact that they are to soon have 
a better jail and more commodious po 
lice headquarters. — 7 
PASADENA JAIL.

A Great Amount of Street Work in 
Progress. 


Owing to the absence of Mr. Wash- 
burn, and the resignation of Mr. ULu- 
kens, the Council was today reduced 
40 a bare working majority, Trustees 
Weed, Hamilton and Cox being present. 
The City Clerk reported that as the 
time for protest upon the establish- 
ment of the grade on Colorado street 
had expired the Council might now 
take action.

The dedication of the property on the 
north side of Villa street, between Mo- 
line and Lake avenue, a strip ten feet 
wide, for the purpose of widening the 
street, Was accepted, and as the lega} 
formalities have all been complied 
with, the work on that street will be 
begun at once. The contract was 
awarded to E. H. Smith, the lowest 
bidder, at the following figures: Grade. 
$1 cents; curb, 13 cents; gutter, 13% 
cents per lineal foot. 

A number of property-owners’ were 
‘present for the hearing of the protest 
upon Lake avenue, the time having ex- 
pired February 22. As that date, how- 
ever, was a legal holiday, and today

OBSTRUCTING THE STREET. 
Citizens Still Kicking About the 
Electric Road, 


There is a great deal of complaint at 
the manner in which the electric road 
is obstructing passage along Colorado 
street, at the corners of both Raymond 
and Fair Oaks avenues. For a couple 
of weeks the gang of men has been at 
work placing switches and turns, and 
has torn up the asphaltum, covering 
the street with loose boards, fdrmin 
an insecure passage across the stree 
for vehicles and foot passengers.

BANK CLEARINGS. The clearings} 


of the Los Angeles banks last week ax- 
gregated $893,061, as compared with 
$881,998 for the corresponding weck of 
1895. Considering that Saturday was a 
holiday, this is an excelient showing. 


A FINANCIAL LESSON, The Finan- 
cier, New York, has some pertinent re- 
marks in respect to the last gov- 
ernment loan. It characterizes it 
as a magnificent response of the 
country to Secretary Carlisle’s cail 
for money, and a_ “refutation of 
the doctrine that a debased cur- 
rency is the desire of a majority of the 
people, while it is also a demonstration 
of faith in the integrity of the Unit:d 
States. The Financier then says: 
'“For years we have had France’s 
proud experience in mecting her finan- 
cial crises pointed out to us as the very 
acme of national patriotism. The United 
States has surpassed the record of 
France, and has shown that, no matter 
what transient financial vagaries may 
sweep over the land, the central and the 
controlling. sentiment, is in favor of the 
best. money and a perpetuation of our 
credit: at the very pinnacle of interna- 
tional honesty. But while we mav well 
congratulate ourselves on this score, the 
fundamental erro.s which have brought 
about the necessity of a bond loan 
should not be forgotten. The causes 
that led to the treasury depletion ex- 
ist today as much as they did before, 
and, operating according to an infiex'ble 
rule, they are bound to bring about 
exactly the same results. It is a mat- 
ter for regret that a reform in our cur- 
ency laws cannot awaken the same en- 
thusiasm that an appeal to the people 
on sentimental grounds is bound to 
arouse.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE ORANGE BUSINESS. Recent 
reports from Florida confirm the opin- 
ions already expressed that it will be 
at least five years before that State 
again becomes an active competitor of 
California in the orange-growing busi- 
ness. Other things being equal, South- 
ern California should have had this 
year one of the best seasons in the 
history of orange-growing, vut other 
things have not been equal. Apart from 
the frost, which did so much damage 
in a leading section, there have been 
unexpected’ importations of oranges 
from foreign countries, notably from 
the Mediterranean and Jamaica. South- 
ern California orange-growers are talk- 
ing of taking steps to induce Congress 
to affix an adequate duty on oranges. 
The demand is a reasonable one and 
all growers should give it their sup- 
port. The incoming of a new adminis- 
tration will doubtless make a big dif- 
ference to the horticulturists of South- 
ern California, as well as to those en- 
gaged in many other lines of industry. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

HYDRAULIC MINING. For a num- 
ber of years past hydraulic gold min- 
ing in the northern part of the State 
has been almost at a standstill, on ac- 
count of the trouble with the debris, 
which became such a nuisance to the 
farmers that the government was 
called upon to take steps to stop the 
running of it down to the valleys. The 
revival of gold mining throughout the 
State has led to renewed efforts for 
the discovery of a plan that will per- 
mit the resumption of hydraulic min- 
ing, which has brought so many thou- 
sands of dollars into the State in past 
years. According to a dispatch from 
Washington, State Senator William 
Johnston has a scheme for taking care 
of the debris produced by hydraulic 
miners, which will, he thinks, solve 
the problem to the entire satisfaction 
of both miners and farmers. This is 
to condemn several thousand acres of 
cheap land, for instance, in some such 
place as the American River basin, 
upon which all the debris may be car- 
ried by means of pipes. 

Mr. Johnston is opposed to building 
any more restraining dams, for the rea- 
son, he says, that recent floods have 
shown them to be impracticable, but 
a system of dumping debris into an 
immense basin properly leveed would, 
in his opinion, place the debris in a 
secure place, where it could not under 
any circumstances interfere with farm- 
ers, 

Superintendent Daggett of the San 
Francisco mint thinks Johnston’s plan 
an excellent one. He says: 

“There is any amount of poor land at 
no great distance from the _ mines, 
which could be utilized for this pur- 
pose. By surrounding the land set 
apart for the purpose with a system of 
levees it would furnish dumping ground 
for an immense amount of debris, as 
much as the miners would produce in 
twenty years, and in no way could it 
injure the farmers in the valleys.” 

It is proposed that a fund ‘of $500,- 
000 should be furnished jointly by the 
State and the government for the pur- 
pose of constructing such+ works as 
might be necessary to cerry out this 
plan of taking care of the debris. One 
advantage of a satisfactory solution of 
.the question would be that it would 
not only permit resumption ‘of placer 
mining, but would also improve the Sac- 
ramento River, which has been filling 
up so rapidly of late as to threaten be. 
fore long to become impassable in 
some places. 

While Southern California is not at 
present directly interested in the ques- 
tion of hydraulic mining, the impor- 
tance of the question to the State at 
large is such as to make it interegting 
to all citizens who have the best inter. 
ests of the State at heart. Then again 
hydraulic mining is likely to be started 
at any time in Southern California; in 
fact, there has for many years been a 
plan under consideration for the work- 
ing of a big placer deposit in this man- 


ner, near Elizabeth Lake, in t

Vexatious Street Railway—Unitari 
Conference—Hoke Smith’s Kin. 
POMONA, Feb. 24.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The trial of the case of the 
city of Pomona against the Orange 
Grove Street Railway. Company will 
come up in Judge McKinley’s court in 
Los Angeles next Friday. The suit is 
for condemnation of the tracks of the 
railroad through Second street (the 
main business thoroughfare here,) as a 
public nuisance, so ¢hat the tracks and 
ties may be torn up and:the part of the 
street occupied by them may be paved 
similarly to the pavemient on either side. 
The company .récently submitted a 
proposition to the City Trustees tc 
abandon the sujt and give the company 
a charter ¢o build street railway out to 
the Pomona Cemetery, and, in return, 
the company was to pave at its own ex- 
pense, the territory now occupled by it 
on Second street. Several of the Trus- 
tees smile at this proposition, and say 
they are not fish enough to swallow such 
bait, They argue that if the street rail- 
way company, Which has all along 
pleaded poverty as the excuse for ite 
not doing the paving on its line of road 
through the business part of town, has 
now sufficient money to build a new 
railroad a mile or two out to the ceme- 
tery, it ought not to ask a year to dc 
the asphalt paving which it should have 
done long ago. City Attorney Owen 
says that the trustees will decide on 
next Tuesday evening whether to accept 
the, offer of the Orange Grove Street 
Railway Company, but it is believed 
the trustees will not listen to the prop- 
ositibn. Meanwhile the Street Superin- 
tendent has been having wagon loads 
of earth drawn, and once more the old 


rails and ties on Second street have 


been buried. It is about two months 
since a car was run over the line,. but 
such periods of cessation of traffic by 
the company are common. During the 
past year the company has run a car 
over the road less than four months. 
The rolling stock of the company con- 
sists of one ramshackle street-car and 
two weazned little jackasses.

FOREIGN WARSHIPS ENTERING 
THE SILVER GATE. 


A Real Live Italian Prince Soon to 
Arrive—Goed Reports from the 
Picache Mining District—Notes 
and Personals. 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 24.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The foreigners are begin- 
ning to arrive. The unfortunate Eng- 
lishman is the first of the contingent of 
the visiting men-of-war from abroad to 
enter the harbor. The cruiser Comus, 
as reported in Monday’s Time: ran her 
nose in the mud. Although the channel 
was thirteen efathoms deep, her navi- 
gating officer saw fit to guide the ship 
away from the channel and imbedded 
her bow in the shore at one side of the 
true course, Admiral Beardslee good- 
naturedly sent the steamer Albatross 
to assist the Comus. The latter had 
| grounded lightly and was soon yanked 
into deep water. Before entering the 
harbor the cruiser refused the sevices 
of a pilot. It may be that naval reg- 
ulations prohibit the employment of a 
pilot. Capt. Henry H. Dyke commands 
the Comus, and is on his way to Es- 
aquimault from Acapulco to relieve the 
gunboat Hyacinth. | 

Within a week or so a real, live Ital- 
ian Prince is coming here aboard the 
cruiser Cristoforo Colombo. His rank 
aboard ship is that of a lieutenant, 
but as the young man is a member of 
the reigning family of Italy, he will be 
entitled to a salute of twenty-one guns 
from the Philadelphia, just the same as 
if he were the President of the United 
States. 

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 

Reports from the 276 mines of the 
Picacho district in this county indicate 
favorable possibilities. A rich strike 
has been made in the Helen Mar mine, 
the ore running from $10 to $100 per 
ton. So far as prospected this ore body 
is found to be fifty feet wide and 1600 
feet long:: It is free-milling gold ore. 
The ore body of similar grade on the 
Mina Rica claim is 1200 feet long and 
100 feet wide. Bight shafts are down 
on these ore bddies from fifty to 100 
feet. Efforts appear to be made to ex- 
cite the attention of investors by glow- 
ing accounts of the resources of this 
district. While doubtless there is an 
abundance of mineral in the section re- 
ferred to, the work of development thus 
far accomplished is but little more than 
prospect work and of too indefinite a 
nature to be absolutely convincing. A 
number of large mining investors from 
various parts of the country who have 
investigated these mines are interested 
in pushing the development of a num- 
ber of claims that appear to give prom- 
ise of large returns. The efforts of 
mining sharps to circulate exaggerated 
reports concerning the value of Picacho 
prospects will be steadily opposed by 
legitimate mining men, as they recog- 
nize that exaggerations are injurious.

‘and Third, yesterday evening. The oc- 
eupants of the wagon were W. M. 
| Greenwood and wife, a rusty-looking 
‘couple whose general appearance was 
in keeping with the dilapidated vehicle 
and scrawny animals. A: crowd soon 
collected around the queer menage, 
and then the “Hon.” Mr. Greenwood, 
using his wagon for a rostrum, began 
an address of the most ultra-Populist 
character. He spouted a great deal 
about the Dred Scott decision and other 
things pertaining to slavery days, and 
tried to draw a parallel between those 
events and the “slavery” of the pres- 
ent day. While he was in the midst of 
his harangue, Officer McKenzie hove in 
sight, and, seeing the street blockaded 
by the uncanny outfit and the crowd, 
he dispersed the latter_and arrésted the 
wild-eyed orator for obstructing the 
street. When taken to the station it 
was discovered that Greenwood prac- 
ticed what he preached in regard to lim- 
iting wealth, for a search of his pock- 
ets: showed that his own wealth was 
limited to 60 cents. Not being able to 
raise $10 bail, he was lo¢ked ‘up for the 
night, while his wife drove sorrowfully 
off in the prairie schooner to camp for 
the night at some place where the hard- 
hearted policemen would cease from 
troubling.

THE COAST LINE. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAINS FROM 
THE SOUTH RUN TO ELLWOOD. 


The Southern Pacific as a Disturber 
of Passenger Rates—A War May 
Yet Come to Pass—California and 
Eastern. . 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
Santa Barbara says through communi- 
eation with San Francisco was prac- 
tically established today by the South- 
ern Pacific. For several years Santa 
Barbara has been the terminal point of 
the line from the south, but trains now 
run through to Ellwood, connecting 
with stage for Someo, to which place 
the railroad builders have finished the 
extension from the north. At present 
no material difference in time from that 
over the old route by San Joaquin, 
but the distance is considerably short- 
ened. It necessitates a stage ride of 
sixty-five miles. 

MORE COMPLAINTS. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—Western roads 
have found fresh cause for complaint 
against the’ Southern Pacific. In con- 
sequence, threats of a war in California 
rates are being hurled around with the 
greatest vigor. The trouble arises out 
of the discovery thait the Southern Pa- 
cific is negotiating for the transporta- 
tion of a large party of settlers from 
Philadelphia to Colorado at a greatly 
reduced rate. It proposes to convey 
them over the Sunset route and the 
Denver and Gulf to their destination. 
Trunk Line Association roads have no- 
tified the Southern Pacific that they 
will no longer pay it commissions on 
the emigrant business it turns over to 
them. This will indirectly be of great 
assistance to the Western Immigration 
Clearing-house. The Southern Pacific 
has a number of European agencies 
working up immigrant business for its 
Sunset route. Its interests in this di- 
rection are all antagonistic to those of 
the Western Immigrant Clearing-house. 
It has had to employ agents of its own 
in Europe and to pay commissions 
which will compete’ with those of the 
Southern Pacific. 

The trunk lines have up to now 
shared the payment of the Southern 
Pacific’s commission because they get 
the first part of the haul after the im- 
migrants arrive in this country. By 
their refusal to do so any longer the 
whole burden of the support of the Eu- 
ropean agencies will be thrown on the 
Southern Pacific and it will be less able 
to compete with the western roads than 
it was before.
